Student Council 

Our STUDENT COUNCIL turned in an exceptionally fine record this 
year, thanks to the efforts of its able and energetic president, Robert Perkins, 
and the veteran guiding hand of Mr. Howard Douglas, faculty adviser. A 
new form of representation was inaugurated with the twenty members rep- 
resenting not only home rooms but several school organizations as well. 

The solons revised the home room point system drastically, making possible 
a total of twelve points per week for a perfect home room record instead of 
seven as it had been formerly. 
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An amendment was also passed which called for the impeachment of 
members who were flagrantly absent from meetings.

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Class History 




If you look over the issues of the Rid 
-iiiJ While for the last four years, you will 
find that the Class of '45 has played a 
very important part in high school life. 
We find our names in headlines, in news, 
features, and sports articles. 

On September 3, 1941 , two hundred 
and eight frosh stormed the steps of ye 
olde Rutland High School, and entered 

the great portals of a building which was Class Historian, Jama: Hesse 

to "house" them for four years. Formidable-looking rooms lined the sides 
of a labyrinth of corridors, and we trembled in tear until we discovered that 
there were two doors to each room — ah, an avenue of escape' 

We freshmen soon found ourselves thrust into a busy school life including 
many extra-curricular activities. We joined clubs, such as Freshman Dramatics, 
in which we elected Mary Hascall, Robert Perkins, and Barbara Pauli to 
offices. 

The sports page contained many of our names, one of them was that of 
Marge Gillam, our feminine ski -enthusiast She achieved the honor of being 
elected an officer during her freshman year, when she was made secretary- 
treasurer of the Ski Club. Another member who brought us prestige was 
Dave Molenaor who received a track letter — although only a freshman! Mary 
Hascall. Betty Gilbert, and Nicky Louras made the cheerleading squad. 

As we continue our perusal, we find the following among the highlights 
of our freshman year: in October came our own Freshman Reception, at 
which time we were introduced to the traditional cornstalks-and-cider-and- 
doughnuts theme of all frosh receprions. 

In March, Sam Wdlson, Edward Root, Mary Hascall, Betty Gilbert, 
Persis Dunning, and Jean Holt appeared in the musical comedy "Fair and 
Warmer." 

We had important roles in the gymnasium exhibition in April and in 
the home economics style show for the P, T. A. in May. 

Also in April, we learned that eight of our number had been chosen for 
the Rid and VVIiiic staff: Peggy Smith, Sam Willson, Nancy Holway, and 
Barbara Pauli for the editorial board; and Harry Wiggins, Bob Sharp, Ed Root, 
and Bob Perkins for the business board. 

A May issue informed us that two members of our class went to Burlington 
to play in the State Band at the Vermont State Music Festival — -Ralph Pearsons 
and Newman Rome. 

The freshmen also exercised the privilege, and duty of voting — -as 
drummed into us by Mr. Douglas — when we elected our class officers: Mary 
Hascall, Robert Sharp, and Peggy Smith. 

We began to lose some class members. Several of our leaders moved 
away — setting a precedent we should just as soon have done without, for 
since then we have lost many of our group — especially boys who have been 
bitten by the adventure bug, or "caught in the draft" each year. 
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September, 1942 — Back to school came one hundred and sixty-eight 
sophomores — the Class of '45- — and we feared no one now. Maybe we even 
hectored the green frosh — just a little bit. 

The sophomores chose as President, Charles Rielle; Vice President, Dave 
Molenaor; and Secretary-Treasurer, Robert Perkins to steer them through their 
second year. We ordered our class rings then, fearing that if we waited until 
our junior year we might not be able to purchase them. 

Two of the Class of '45, namely Dana Berg and Bob Perkins, took part 
in the senior play, "Mrs. Miniver." (You'll notice it took two sophomores 
to make the play a success ) 

Rutland set up a system of airplane spotting under the orders of the 
Army Air Corps Ground Forces, and many sophomores volunteered their 
services. .Among them were: Bob Parker, Lloyd Parker, Bob Barber, Arthur 
Bnggs, Worth Curtis, Walter Patrick, Richard Carpenter, Audrey Tower, 
Kendall Wild and Janice Hesse. 

Also during our sophomore year, five more members of the class gained 
positions on the Red .iiilI White staff, namely; Bob Condon, Janice Hesse, 
Charles Bashaw, Dana Berg and Jean Hinckley, 

We showed our initiative and social inclinations when we started the 
Sophomore Hop. Co-Chairmen for the dance were Barb Pauli and "Boy" 
Fagan. Their committee consisted of: Jean Spauldmg, Don Walker, Bob 
Condon, Marilyn Johnson, Carolyn Johnson, Harry Wiggins, Nick Louras, 
Peggy Smith, Sam Willson, Mary Ann Pratt, Alyce Nemara, Ed Root and 
Pat Koltonski, 

The following September one hundred and fifty-six of us straggled back 
— this time as juniors. We received our class rings soon after school began, 
and proudly displayed them as long as we, ourselves, were wearing them. 
(Guess where they went 1 ) 

Class elections were held once more and David Molenaor was elected 
president; Harry Wiggins, vice president; and Bob Perkins, secretary-treasurer. 
The girls didn't have a chance. 

One of the most memorable )unior proms ever held at R H. S. was our 
"Poinciana" Prom. "Sonny" Himes, one of our own class members, and his 
band beat out the music, hot and sweet. 

Four juniors were elected to the National Honor Society; Barbara Pauli, 
Bob Perkins, Charles Rielle and Sam Willson. 

At the last assembly of that year, twenty-six of our number were made 
monitors. The following year Judson Smith captained the gang which kept 
order in the halls by haughty looks and stately mien. 

During the summer eight girls and eight boys attended Girls' and Boys' 
States. Many were elected to "state" offices. 

At length, one hundred and thirty solemn (?) seniors returned in September 
of 1944 to take up the difficult task of being adult (or trying to make the frosh 
think they were). 



Don Walker was elected chairman of the dance committee for the Fresh- 
man Reception, and true to tradition, we served cider and doughnuts and 
decorated the gym with corn stalks. 

Class elections were held and Charles Rielle, Don Walker, Pat Mattison 
and Dave Molenaor were elected in the usual order. 

Our Senior Play, "What a Life," a comedy about Henry Aldrich, was 
well received by two large audiences, and netted a tidy profit 

With Kendall Wild as editor-in-chief of the Talisman, the editorial board 
spent hours deciding on a theme, and weeks carrying it out; while Bob Sharp 
and his crew were unusually successful on the business board. So successful, 
indeed, that thanks to the hoard and the profits from the Senior Play, there 
were no senior dues or other expenses — we were able to have the Yacht Club 
Orchestra for our Senior Reception. 

As the months passed, we all began, wrote, tore up, and rewrote our 
Senior Essays, only to have jean Blakely, Bob Condon, Jean Hinckley, and Mary 
Ann Pratt come out on top. 

Pat Koltonski was chosen our D. A. R. Good Citizenship Girl. 

The National Honor Society held its usual impressive assembly, and 
added the following seniors to its number: Alyce Nemara, Patricia Koltonski, 
Mary Ann Pratt, Marilyn [ohnson and Carolyn Johnson. 

The twins came through once more when they won the senior honors, 
Marilyn as Valedictorian, and Carolyn as Salutatorian. 

Senior Week loomed close on the horizon; so we selected our chairmen 
for our senior activities: Betty Jenney, Baccalaureate; Jim Jasmin, Ivy Planting; 
and Bob Condon, Class Night. Also chosen were: Nicky Louras, Senior 
Reception; Ed Root, Commencement; "Babe" Franzoni, Class Gift; and 
George McKemne, Class Picnic, 

Don Clark was elected to write the Class Prophecy, jack Miller, the 
Class Will, and Janice Hesse, the Class History, 

At the end of every Rd and While assignment appears the signing-off 
sign, "30," and here is our "30" as far as public school life is concerned. 
Henceforth, we shall be making our individual news in a more serious world.

Our VARSITY FOOTBALL team this year had only 
mediocre success. The loss ot eleven lettermen, eight of them 
regulars, bv graduation left openings that could not be easily 
filled.
